Funding is avail- 
able for the adoption of a wide variety of 
conservation practices with financial assis- 
tance available for those practices that are a 
part of an agricultural or forest operation’s 
conservation plan.

There’s nothing quite like the 
turning of the year to provoke 
one to look back at the times 
past with a sense of nostalgia 
for what has been as well as an- 
ticipation of what is to be.

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What's in store for 
Health Care Reform? 


By Jim Akans 


As the Affordable Care Act 
rolls forward into the new year, 
there are a several initiatives 
and tax considerations that will 
be going into effect in 2013. 
Many major provisions of the 
Act, including the implementa- 
tion of health care exchanges 
that will be offering income 
based coverage options, will not 
take place until the calendar 
flips to 2014, 

Following is a list of what’s in 


store for Health Care Reform be- 


ginning this January. 

1. Effective January 1st, 2013, 
the Affordable Care Act re- 
quires states to pay primary 
care physicians 100-percent of 
Medicare payment rate for pri- 
mary care services. The federal 
government is funding the in- 
crease, which is designed to pre- 
pare for greater patient load for 
Medicaid programs and 
providers. 

2. Also effective January Ist, 
2013, the Act establishes a na- 
tional pilot program to develop 
improve coordination and qual- 


ity of patient care among hospi- 


tals, physicians and other 
providers. The intent is to cre- 
ate payment bundling among 
these providers where they will 
be paid a flat rate for treatment 
of a condition or illness, rather 
than having services billed sep- 
arately by multiple care 
providers. 

3. Effective as of October Ist, 
2013, states will receive two 
more years of funding for the 
Children’s Health Insurance 
Program, which offers insur- 
ance for low-income children 
not covered by Medicaid. 

Other provisions of the Act 
going into effect in 2013 include 
prescription discounts for 
Medicare Part D members in 
the “gap,” and the Consumer 
Operated and Oriented Plan 
will be awarding grants to help 
establish non-profit health in- 
surance companies. 

There are also few tax 
changes going into effect this 
year. 

For those with flexible health 
care accounts, or Health Sav- 
ings Accounts, there will be an

annual limit of $2,500 for those 
accounts, and this limit will be 
adjusted yearly based on 
changes in the cost of living. 
The threshold for itemized de- 
ductions for un-reimbursed 
medical expenses will increase 
from 7.5-percent to 10-percent of 
adjusted gross income.

The Mackinac Bridge Au- 
thority (MBA) reminds mo- 
torists that only the 
commuter toll rate will in- 
crease effective Tuesday, 
Jan. 1, 2013.

Dear Dave, 

My wife and I are 70, and 
we have $950,000 in annu- 
ities in the market, plus 
$68,000 in our emergency 
fund. The only debt we have 
is our mortgage. I’m consid- 
ering converting our stocks 
to amoney market account 
to lower the risk. What do 
you think? 

Howard 

Dear Howard, 

There are two sides to 
this. One is the asset alloca- 
tion method, where as you 
grow older you move away 
from equities like mutual 
funds toward safer, more 
conservative investments 
like money markets, bonds 
and certificates of deposit. 
This is standard financial 
planning theory. 

I disagree with that the- 
ory, and here’s why. Statis- 
tics show that if you make it 
to 72 years of age and are in 
good health, you have a high 
probability of living into 
your nineties. If you’re mak- 
ing around one percent on 
your money market and in- 
flation is four to five percent, 
then your money isn’t going 
to be worth a lot. You need to 
outpace inflation, at least 
with your investments, in 
order to break even. 

You might move some 
cash over to money markets 
and CDs for your own peace 
of mind, but I’d also recom- 
mend growth and income 
mutual funds along with 
some balanced funds. You 
want the entire group to be 
hitting the four to five per- 
cent range over the next sev- 
eral years, so you can at 
least keep up with the rising 
costs of gas and bread. 

In my mind, you’re avoid- 
ing one type of risk by mov- 
ing everything to money 
markets, but you’re taking 
on a different kind of risk— 
the chance you'll get tackled 
from behind by inflation. My 
advice is to balance things 
out so you can sleep better at 
night, but at a pace where

you and your money stay 
ahead of the curve!

Dear Dave, 

My wife just had our first 
child. As a result, we now 
have $2,500 in medical bills 
not covered by insurance. 
We've got $7,000 in our emer- 
gency fund, and I make 
about $25,000 a year. Should 
we dip into our savings for 
this or set up a payment 
plan with the hospital?

Dear Matthew, 

Congratulations on your 
new baby! I know this is 
going to make the new year 
extra-special for you. 

If I were in your situation, 
Td write a check today and 
knock out that hospital bill. 
This definitely falls under 
the heading of “emergency” 
in my mind, so pay the bill 
and jump back into rebuild- 
ing your emergency fund. 

You’ve done a good job of 
saving on $25,000 a year, but 
let’s look around and see 
what you can do about mak- 
ing more money, too. Addi- 
tional classroom education 
or extra training in your 
field could increase your in- 
come pretty quickly. Your 
emergency fund probably 
needs to be a little bit bigger 
as well, and it’ll be a lot eas- 
ier to make this happen if 
you're bringing in more 
cash. 

I’m sure yow’re a hard- 
working guy, but the truth is 
it’s going to be pretty tough 
for even a small family to 
make it on what you’re 
bringing home now. Life 
happens, and the unexpected 
can become a common oc- 
currence when there’s a lit- 
tle one loose in the house!

here in Michigan, and over 800 na- 
tionwide. We offer a wide variety of 
home improvement items, such as 
windows, doors, plumbing and elec- 
trical products, lawn and garden 
products, light fixtures, paint and 
more.”

January Notes on Medicare 


Medicare Advantage 
Plan Disenrollment Pe- 
riod 

Medicare Advantage 
Plans are one of the 
coverage options that 
Medicare beneficiaries 
may chose to provide 
their Medicare serv- 
ices. Also called “Part 
C” or Medicare Health 
Plans these policies are 
HMOs, PPOs, and Pri- 
vate Free-for-Service 
(PFFS) Plans. Benefits 
offered by Medicare Ad- 
vantage Plans may in- 
clude coverage for 
prescription drugs, vi- 
sion, hearing, dental 
and health / wellness 
programs. In some 
cases enhancements to 
these benefits may be 
added as a rider to the 
plan for an additional 
premium amount. Ben- 
eficiaries generally ex- 
peri-ence a co pay for 
ANY service that they 
receive when enrolled 
on an Advantage plan. 

If the plan in which 
you were enrolled in 
2012 didn’t renew for 
2018, or if you picked a 
plan that doesn’t meet 
your needs, CHANGES 
CAN BE MADE be- 
tween January 1 and 


February 14. This is the 
Medicare Advantage 
Plan Disenrollment Pe- 
riod. Individuals ina 
Medicare Advantage 
Plan have the option of 
going back to coverage 
through Original Medi- 
care and picking a 
Medicare Drug plan to 
replace prescription 
coverage they have in 
the Ad-vantage Plan. 
Changes in Medicare 
Premiums and De- 
ductibles for 2013 
Deductible amounts 
for Medicare Part A 
(Hospital coverage) and 
Part B (Medical Cov- 
erage) have changed for 
2013. The deductible for 
Part A is $1184 for the 
first 60 days of hos-pital 
care. The deductible for 
Part B is $147 for outpa- 
tient services. The pre- 
mium for Part B — 
which is generally de- 
ducted from Social Se- 
curity - is $104.90 for 
2013. In addition, ben- 
efici-aries who are en- 
rolled in a Medicare 
Prescription Drug Plan 
will pay 47.5% of the 
full cost of their brand 
name medication and 
79% of the cost of their 
generic medications if 


they experi-ence the 
“coverage gap” (inch- 
ing gradually down 
from 100% in 2010). 

The Medicare Medi- 
caid Assistance pro- 
gram (MMAP) is the 
state-wide program 
which provides free 
health benefits counsel- 
ing to Medicare and 
Medicaid beneficiaries, 
their families, and care- 
givers. Individuals with 
questions about 
Medicare may contact 
MMAP for assis-tance 
at their local Commis- 
sion on Aging office or 
regional office at the 

Area Agency on 
Aging 1-800-803-7174. 

This document was 
produced by the Re- 
gional MMAP office at 
the Area Agency on 
Aging of Northwest 
Michigan.
